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Salisbury stresses 
criticism, research

The chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Sociology and Anthro- 
pology said last night that uni- 
versities in developing nations 
should be "oriented to the job 
of training people capable of 
social criticism and research." 

Speaking at a panel discussion 
sponsored by the World Univers- 
ity Service Committee^ Professor 
R. F. Salisbury explained that 
"when setting up universities, 
one of the crucial needs is train- 
ing people able to consider the 
on-going system", and it is neces- 
sary to "orient the university to 
produce people able to control 
their country". 

_ Professor Demas of the De- 
partment of Economics and Poli- 
tical Science agreed that "social 
and political priorities" in dev- 
elopment "have to be set by the 
citizens of the country; otherwise, 
freedom is a farce". 

Professor Demas said . that 
foreigners should be called in 
only after these priorities have 
been set up, and the foreigner 
must "use these priorities as a 
basic assumption." 

The foreign expert "must go 
in all humility, prepared to get 
as much as he gives", he said. -

SNCC: Halifax discrimination

"A hell of a lot has to be changed." 

A society that spawns slunis and despair was served this 
indictment yesterday by Rocky Jones, the initiator of SNCC's 
Nova Scotia prefect, a program designed to help the socially 
deprived help themselves. 



- Jones is in Montreal on a 
"basically fund-raising" tour and 
in an address indicated some of 
the difficulties the project has 
met. •■ 

The initial problem volunteers 
faced, Jones said, was the apathy 
and enmity of those the project 
was designed (o assist. Workers 
were faced with a "solid wall of 
pure hostility". 

Although this resistance was 
-eventually overcome, the organ- 
ized opposition of city hall was 
more determined. "Lots of people 
were running interference for 
the city", he noted. 

. He deplored the racial discri- 
ntination that is so evident in 
the workings of the Halifax' 
municipal government He found 
their set of values particularly 
offensive. 

The pçwerful Baptist Church 
also proved to be a significant 



obstructing force, dissuading its 
members from participating in . 
the project' 

Financial problems were, and 
arc, distressingly evident Volun- 
teers discovered that living , on 
a weekly budget of $6 does no* ° 
tiling to foster hope or sphritual 
edification, particularly when 
spaghetti becomes a dietary 
staple. ■ ' 

"There's nothilag worse than 
coming home to spaghetti when 
you don't like spaghetti", Jones 
said. Conditions have been allc- 
viated-^y a grant of $3000 from ' 
the Company, of,, Young Cana- 
dians, but pubUej^donatlons are 
desperately iîccîlcdf''

Queries on researcli 
remain unanswered

An allompt to get the University to' reconsider its position 
on secret research and security clearances seems o have been 
smothered In a plethora of red tape and lack of interest. 



Speaking yesterday at the 
Union, Professor Harry Bracken, 
acting head of the Philosophy 
Department, touched on the 
whole issue of research proce- 
durès>and4said,j^'Efforts undcr- 
taken-vrlth':'fricnds to Jar the 
faculty into a study of the ques- 
tion have been unsuccessful. 

"There may be some proper 
avenues for dealing - with , the 
issiie, but I havenH ^discovered 
them," he concluded. 

Earlier in the year the Dailv 
obtained a copy of a petition 
calling for "immediate consider- 
ation of a univcrstty-wide policy 
with respect to secret research". 
The petition ended: "According- 
ly, we urge that appropriate steps 
be taken to provide for a fortli* 
right declaration of polIey,'lio1 
that end we herewith requestvan? 
emergency meeting of ;MÀIJT'^ 
(McGill Association of University 
Teachers). 

Professor TJ.F. Pavlasok of 
Engineering, Piiesident of the 
MAUT, said yùterday that he 
had never seen the petition, al- 
though he had heard of its exis- 
tence. He questioned the ration- 




ale of a concern for secret re^ 
search If none was known to 
exist. 

A spokesman for (hose circul- 
ating the' petition said that about 
25 names had been. gathered over 
a week's tiihe'lasr'fall, and that 
more could have been obtained. 
He said that action was halted 
when a weekly MAUT council 
meeting decided that the>;issue, 
was pressing enough for fmme'dl 
ate steps to bo taken. 

The meeting concluded that a 
committee be set up to investig- 
ate Tcscarch . matters, and that 
It report back to a full - session 
of the organization. These decl- 
sibns were reached/ In early 
December.

He should also "de- 
monstrate that he is ignorant"; 
that is, that native researchers 
can provide solutions, as good as 
lliosc of foreign experts, or even 
better "because Ihcy l<now more 
aljout the country". 

Assistant Professor Sabcrwal 
of Sociology and Anthropology 
took a pessimistic view; he said 
(hat the "future for development 
is dim." 

In reply lo a question about 
organizations such as WUS, which 
sends money raised Ihtough its 
SlIARE campaign to developing 
universities, Sabcrwal said that 
"llicro is an imporlant distinc- 
tion between sentiment and cash 
— the important thing is not how 
much effort goes into raising 
the money, but how much money 
is raised."

War in' Vict Nam, Professor Brac- 
ken sought to relate the conflict 
in Southeast Asia to the academic 
community, and to McGiU In par- 
ticular. He criticized the secrecy 
required of some grants offered 
to teachers: "Should a faculty 
member undertake studies which 
carry with them the requirement 
that publication of the research 
can occur only with the consent 
of some authority ?...,:The;^8cho- 
lar agrees In advance thârho will 
not disclose his findings. He sur- 
renders bis own Judgment to that 
of the agency Involved." 

Concerning security clearance 
Professor Bracken said, "If seve- 
ral departments have fat grants 
calling for security clearance, 
political tests are in fact employ- 
ed in hiring faculty". 

Whether or not members of 
the University arc actually en- 
gaged in secret research of any 
kind is an unsettled question. 
The most , recent annual report 
(1964-65) docs designate $204,156 
from the United States Defense 
Department for unspecified re- 
search, as well as $333,096 from 
iha Canadian Government De- 
fense Research Board and $1,- 
120,932 from the Department of 
Defense Production. 

McGill's comndlmcnt to the 
US Defense Department docs not 
compare even with medium-range 
beneficiaries in the United 
States, but the relationship here 
is a long-standing one. The 
"poorest" of the lop 25 Amer- 
ican schools in terms of contract 
dollars arc listed for more than 
$3 million each. Institutions like 
Northwestern University and the 
California In.^i(utc of Techno- 
logy fail into (liis bracket 

The 1064-65 report^ indicated 
further grants aion|ftl«ra 'gene- 
ral lines from NATO ($11,882) 
and other branches of the US 
and Canadian governments ito 
McGUi. 



Speaking to a meeting of the 
Socialist Society, Sam Walsh em- 
phasized that a broad working- 
class party is needed in the pro- 
vince, because the labor move- 
ment in Quebec docs not support 
socialist and communist parlies. 

Many Liberals in provincial 
elections are New Democrats in 
federal elections. The students, 
workers, farmers and idealists 
have no single left-wing party 
through which to express them- 
selves, Walsh said. 

"Socialism in Quebec will be- 
come an influential political 
force as soon as there is a united 
It'Itist party. Even the head of 
the Quebec Federation of Labor 
has advocated such a union".

recently joined the Communist 
Party, and stressed that police 
and workers have much in com- 
mon. 

"It is criminal for police to be 
used to break up labor strikes, 
since in this way the police are 
being made to appear completely 
anti-labor. In reality, situations 
such as the recent Manicouagan 
strike, have shown that, where 
the police are allowed to mix 
freely with strikers, their senti- 
ments are usually with the work- 
ers." 

Walsh said the Catholic teach- 
ers now striking also have much 
in common with other laborers. 
History has been made during 
the present strike, he said; for 
the first time, French, and Eng- 
lish teachers have banded toget- 
her to improve their working 
conditions. 

Walsh criticized the Provincial 
Government for setting a max- 
imum percentage for teachers' 
salary increases. In this case, 
they are assuming responsibility 
for paying teachers, while in re- 
ality, the individual municipality 
has to collect money to pay the 
teachers' salaries. 

"The municipal taxes are not 
graduated in the same way that 
provincial and federal taxes are, 



so it is the municipal landowner 
and ultimately the tenant who . 
pays for education." 

Walsh told about the fight 
that students had to wage in. or- 
: der to prevent the increase of 
high school tiiition fees back in 

the thhiies. 

"It is absolutely essential that 
university students have free tui- 
tion. Even the most under-dcv- : 
eloped socialist country has free;; 
education. The Quebec goyern-f 
ment is not (ncapable of institii- ' 
ting this." 

When questioned about the 
(k>mmunist Party's stand on- sep- 
aratism, Walsh saidj,tbat£^an;^in- j. 
dependent Quebec ^ iiT^def Initély '' 
viable. He cited the example of 
Cuba, much smaller than Quebec, 
with fewer resources and those 
almost all dependent on the 
United sûtes. 

Quoting Lenin, he said that in 
every type of union, be it a mar- 
riage or a confederation, the 
ability to divorcej^must exist 
should the need'ai^.Then, the 
union' will exist only because of 
a definite need. 

Quebec is now in Confederation 
because it liest serves her in- 
terests to be so,: but it is not 
imperative that this situation 
continue.

There can remain no doubt concerning 
the imperatives involved in today's oppor- 
tunity for McGill students to manifest their 
enthusiastic support for entry into UGEQ. 
Failing on two previous occasions to mea- 
sure our performance against ithe higher 
ideals purporting to be the raison d'être of 
the Canadian mosaic, we can no longer 
equivocate standing on principles which our 
non-French-speaking compatriots continue 
to violate throughout Canada, but which 
should not prove an insurmountable obsta- 
cle to a people renowned for its pragmatism 
and common sense. 

In order of priority, precedence must be 
accorded the principle of participation by 
all Quebec students in the solution of their 
common problems — a principle resting on 
the unambiguous redefinition of McGill 
within the parameters of Quebec's rapidly 
evolving social and cultural values. This is 
not to say we are thereby expected to re- 
nounce all external relationships but where 
educational matters ore concerned, UGEQ 



represents the most effective vehicle for the 
articulation of Quebec students' demands. 
It would also follow logically that on issues 
involving extra-provincial jurisdiction, pro- 
vision is necessary for concerted action of 
UGEQ and CUS, or other regional bodies, 
thereby negating the issue of McGill's >nem- 
bership in CUS. 

The issues which appear to disturb the 
more cautious and hesitant, hot to speak 
of the timid and reactionary, whose pers- 
pective is distorted through the prism of nar- 
row self-interest, prejudice and immaturity, 
should not be dismissed as irrelevant and 
inconsequential. 

There can be no doubt that the vast ma- 
jority of Quebec's students conceive their 
role in society as the active promotion of 
their interests in a global context, and from 
a unique perspective. Repeated statements 
by UGEQ representatives indicate a rea- 
sonable measure of flexibility as to the de- 
gree of participation by UGEQ's constituent 
elements in any contemplated program, thus 
allaying fears as to where the as yet un-

their ideas, but Informing tlicm 
of his intention to use the 
strategy of "non-comraltincnl" 
to conceal . his \yillingncss that 
their ideas be carried to com- 
pletion.

position Mr. Aberman has 
adopted. 

Mr. Aberman's refusal to a- 
grec or criticize in public com- 
mits McGill students to a policy : 
of acquiescence whether he 
likes it or not. The belief that 
we have not taken a stand flics 
in the face of harsh reality — 
any government is a political 
animal and must look on us as 
it sees any other body, i.e. as 
a pressure group; it observes 
that we register no complaints, 
ergo it believes that McGiil 
students are not opposed to 
their policies. 

In my opinion, it is exception- 
ally naive to maintain that one 
is taking no stand when, . in 
fact, the commitment to wield 
McGill's 15,000 students in a 
policy of inopposition to the 
government|s programs is as 
positive, as active,; and as clear 
as a coinmItincht''fcould pos-. 
sibly be. • 

Whether Mr. Abcrinan con- 
ceives us to be a group is ab- 
solutely irrelevant to the pol- 
itical reality. In the view of a 
government which must deal 
with many diffcrcnt^catcgorics- 
of interests, we''obviousIy fall 
into the section "Quebec stud- 
ents", subsection "McGiil stu- 
dents". If we fail to, .exercise • 
our collective voice, ' I eaiinol 
conceive that the government 
would interpret it as other limn 
do facto approval of its policies. 

There are only two possible' 
reactions to a specific govern- 
ment program. Mr. Aberman's 
"non-politics" is, at best, an 



charted course of student syndicalism may 
lead. 

Concerning language rights, it is not un- 
reasonable to see the eventual "de facto" 
recognition of English as convivial personal 
relationships develop, together with a con- 
comitant "de jure" recognition of French 
throughout Canada. ° 

That better terms of entry have failed to 
materialize should not be token to suggest 
that by voting for UGEQ .we are meekly 
delivering ourselves into the devil's arms. 
Expectations of more attractive terms were 
founded on a mistaken belief that relations 
between French and non-French Canadians 
were equitable and just. That they are not 
is clear and it is against this configuration 
of history and subjective logic that we must 
view our decision. 

If there is the slightest justification for 
any hopes or expectations: concerning the 
future of the Canadian experiment it is 
imperative that McGill join its sister univer- 
sities, both English and French, in making 
UGEQ a more effective Instrument with 
which students can promote their interests. 
If in doing so at this stage in history, there 
is a price which some think too high, let 
them pause to consider the privileges it has 
purchased in the past and the confidence 
it represents in the future. 

No decision taken in Canada at the pre- 
sent time can be more demonstrative of a 
genuine desire to collaborate in a bicultural 
atmosphere. The time has come, for. ,ypung 
Anglo-Québecois to recognize ^theniselyes 
both OS hostages to, and in the vanguard of, 
the latest in a series of attempts to create a 
viable Canadian society with positive notions 
of identity and purpose. As has Jdèen said, 
"Pour foirè une omelette, il faut casser des 
oeufs".

1987: What will McGlll be like ?

You kiddles aren't getng to 
undantand your children — you'll 
understand them lest than your 
parents understand you — matnly 
because In the next osnvrollon 
educational techniques are going 
to change more than they have In 
the entire history of man. That's 
how fast the educational revolu- 
tion is happening. 

Let's loolc at McGlll in 1987. 
The campus is operating oil year 
round. 

There is no moss registration in 
September and degrees are process- 
ed and issued every Thursday. A stu- 
dent may enter university on any 
Monday, Spring, Summer, Fall, or 
Winter. Computers have killed the 
lock*slep system. 

Let's take your son from the day 
he fills out his forms at the registra- 
tion centre which is in continuous 
operation. The forms are optically 
read (no more punched cards) and 
your son is put Into the university's 
central computer memory. 

Immediately the computer looks 
over his interests and sets up a test 
schedule for him so that he will spend 
the next few days at the testing 
centre while the university blocks 
out his unique ability-profile in the 
areas of his mafor. interests. 

When the computer has digested 
this information it prints out a tent> 
ative flow chart of the paths of study 
available to this student. The flow 
chart consists of short 'contracts' — 
those contracts which are independ- 
ent of each other being listed In par- 
allel and those contracts which de- 
pend upon the data and abilities 
learned from previous contracts be- 
ing listed in series. Courses are no 
longer given by the university. The 
student then makes up a priority list- 
ing of the contracts which most in- 
terest him and submits this list to the 
computer. 

The computer reschedules or re- 
confirms the student's study program 
every week. If examines all of the 
students' priority listings, availability 
of professors and slafjf to handle 
specific contracts, availability of re- 
sources, facilities, books, lab space, 
etc. From this information it assembles 
classes and determines which of the 
contracts the university can make 
with the student. 

Types of Contrac t 

The cheapest and simplest type 
to schedule is the reading contract.. 
A student is assigned a book, or 
a chapter, a paper, a series of es- 
says, etc. Perhaps with this read- 
ing he is given some questions 
and problems to orient his think- 
ing. When he hat completed the 
contract, which may lake from a 
day to a few weekt, he presents 
himself to the letting centre. The 
lest can be a random sample from 
a master test, computer-corrected. 
The contract it assigned so many 
marks according to its difficulty, 
and, if the student passes, these 
marks are entered on his record. 



The reading contracts ensure that 
when students ore attigned to dis- 
cussion groups, projects, lectures, 
workshops, lobs, etc, they will come 
with their reading material prepared 
since the computer wilt not assign 
Ihem to a more advanced contract 
if they haven't completed and been 
checked out on the prerequisite read- 
ing. Staff time and effort ore thus 
conserved. 

Where verbal mastery of material 
is required the contract will consist 
of participating in a class which 
has been broken down into a series 
of small two and three-man group 
discussions, discussions which arc 
structured around prepared notes or 
a film, etc., and are guided by a 
consultant. This type of class was 
pioneered by the McGlll Students' 
Society's Project in Course Design and 
is on ej^ellent vehicle for certain 
types of learning and on excellent 
way to cause students to react with 
each other in depth. 

Some contracts would involve at- 
tending lectures in the coses where 
it had been determined that a lecture 
was valuable. Since no student 
would be assigned to a series (short) 
of lectures he was unprepared for 
or uninterested in, both the professor 
and student would be opt to enjoy 
them. Certainly lectures will not have 
the prominent place they have in the 
university today. 

The game will be a useful type 
of contract that you will tee widely 
used by disciplines such as com- 
merce and political Klence which 
are, among other things, attemp- 
ting to teach people how to think 
In an environment where other 
people's decisions have an Im- 
portant bearing on the soundnAs 
of one's own decisions. Already in 
1967 schools are putting their stu- 
dents Into game situations. 'Corp- 
orations' of students ore set . up Jo 
compete with each other while 'b 
computer ..keeps ..score. ..Student 
'Priett-KIngs' run Mesopotamia In 
a combined economics-hitlory ex- 
erclte. Mock nations of students 
make diplomatic decisions. The 
U.S. Army trains Its field hospital 
administrators by having them 
play the hospital game. 

Many contracts will be completed 
in workshops. Pathetic courses like 
mathematics 114, 1203, 224, 214 will 
no longer exist. Instead, a student 
who wartts some mathematical abil- 
ity will be assigned to a workshop 
where he will manipulate carefully 
constructed material that promotes 
the kind of conceptualization and 
decision making needed by mathe- 
maticians. The workshop will be pro- 
vided with a competent mathemati- 
cian who will act ' OS a consultant 
rather than at a lecturer; . 

Lobs will still be with us and 
teaching students how to handle 
equipment will still be one of their 
objectives but another objective will 
be added. Labs will bo designed to 
teach the decision-making abilities of 
a scientist. 



We may see much special teach- 
ing equipment 'at 'the university in 
1987 though I must emphasize that 
enormous improvements can be made 
using only the equipment and money 
we hove available today. Machine 
identification of phonemes will pro- 
bably be possible In the near future 
and this will allow us to build ma- 
chines which can train a student 
rapidly how to pronounce a new 
language. 

The language labs we have today 
are expensive in the sense of inef- 
ficient use of student effort, and they 
are olreody obsolete. By 1987 we'll 
hove machines to teach language 
comprehension (which could be built 
today by a language team with 
imagination) that will not only pro- 
vide 'the student with audio-visual 
stimulation but will be under his 
control and responsive to his mistakes 
In comprehension. Such machines will 
make the fluent comprehension of a 
new language a matter of a week's 
intensive work. 

Speaking is another matter and 
when a student takes out a contract 
to leorn how to speak a language he 
will probably be assigned to a class 
which the 'instructor keeps bfoken 
down into conversations involving 
two or three people per group. 

In short, the types of contract 
which the student will fulfil will come 
in many shapes and kinds. 

Active/ Alert Students 

Such an educational structure 
has many advantages. The Univer- 
sity won't make a contract with a 
student unless he is both interest- 
ed in and prepared for the con- 
tract. If the contract was a mistake 
it Is cancelled within a week. It Is 
knpetslble forio'student to get be- 
. hiiid in his work. Once he stops 
working the computer learns about 
It from the testing centre and can- 
cels the contract. The student can 
mark-time but he cannot fall be- 
hind because of a sickness or fa- 
tigue or lock of motivation. Since 
he only accumulates marks when 
he Is motivated and working, 
motivation and good work habits 
are reinforced. Since he Is never 
coerced Into working by a thne- 
table out of his control he builds 
up no resentment ; toward , the 
system. ■ ' ''/ifitjg^iK- 

As long as he is interested in 
learning, boredom is difficult. He 
may be pursuing the flow chart which 
ends up in a mechanical engineering 
degree and get sick of -mechanical 
engineering for awhile. Then he puts - 
Byzantine history, or something of 
the sort, on his priority listing and 
the computer shifts him into a history 
class at soon as it is feasible. After 
being refreshed by this different 
intellectual discipline he. con sMft 
bock into engineering 'Styyllh^'jMW 
. vigor. He will hqveKjMiha;few^ 
but he won't have^tf^atcli up.

The abilities involved in 
some contracts will be so critical that 
we will hove to put o 90% past on 
them, others will be marginal enough 
to that a 50% pass is adequate. 
Because there ore so many contracts 
and they are so ^hort term, a flunk 
it not a ditatter to a ttudent but more 
of an encouragement for him to try 
harder. 

The Pyofessors 

Seme .ceniorvative 1967 profs .: 
may not 'Hke^tlw Idea of being 
shunted all over the place by a 
computer but the 1987 prof won't 
be unhappy about it at all. When 
he meets students he will be meet- 
ing prepared, arflculota students 
' — and if you've ever taught the 
lifeless duds at McGlll 1967 you 
know what a relief living students 
can be. He will have to teoch a 
greater range of subjects and that 
will mean he will be challenged 
more. He will have a great' flexib- 
ility in the type of teaching etrotegy 
he con choose for a contract. No 
thinking prof who cores about his 
students con accept this three-hour- 
■ o-week 'stralghtjocket as onytlilnigil 
more than a nightmare. 

The fluidity of the student's sche- 
dule will give the profestor on equal 
freedom; He con tlgn up for a heavy 
teaching load for a few months and 
accumulate a long stretch of worri-;
